Should They Not Drown They May 
Freeze to Death. 


SEARCH TO BE MADE AT DAWN, 


Muwavuxer, Wis., Feb. 8, 2:30 a. m.— 
[Special.}—The tug Foley has just arrived 
and is at the life-saving dock. It cruised 


“9 aa about the lake for twenty miles, but dizcov- 
creed no signs of the missing men employed 
gat the crib. 


The first fears of last evening proved too 
great, but only as to the number of men in 
danger. Three men, however, are still un- 
found. They are: . 

Anprrson, Tom, Milwaukee, Wis. 
Brown, Jounx, Port Huron, Mich. 
Srayner, Gus, of Chicago, III. 

These men were in a yawl, bound out to 
the crib with provisions. It was thought they 
had been carried past by the wind, out into 
the lake. A second yawl went after them 
from shore and it was supposed to 
have been swept out into the 
lake also. The fire tug Foley, which went 
after the two yawls, was even considered in 
danger, but having returned the men tell how 
the events at the crib followed one 
The men now on the lake 
were occupants of the first yawi, and al- 
though the fireboat cruised about for a dis- 
tance of twelve miles not a trace of them was 


discovered, and there is not one chance in 


1,000 that they are living. The three occu- 
pants of the volunteer yawi landed at the crib 
and went out with the fireboat. 

The story of the loss of the first yaw! isa 
The provisions had been un- 
loaded, the oars taken out, and all the men 
were landed except Gus Stayner, when the 
painter accidentally became detached and 
Stayner drifted off a short distanse before 
those on the crib could do anything to save 
him. He wasthrown an oar, but could not do 
anything to heip himeelf. 

Anderson and Brown, seeing that their com- 
panion would drift away unless they did 
something to help him, tore down the doors 
of the crib and floated them on the 
lake, each one getting on a door, expecting to 
rescue Stayner. But all three were carried 
away by the strong northwest wind. When 
the second yawl reached the crib nothing 


The tug Foley went out after them and 


sought for them diligently, but in vain. 
The search will be continued at daylight 


this morning. 
STORY OF THE EVENT. AS FIRST WIRED. 


Twenty-one Men Were Thought to Have a 
Slim Chance for Life. 
Muwavxer, Wis., Feb. 8.—Twenty-one 
men all told are somewhere on Lake Mich- 
igan off this port, and at 1 o’clock this morn- 
ing not only had nothing been heard from 
them, but lake men express the fear that if 
not drowned they are frozen to death. 
Somewhere out on the lake nine men are 
to be adrift in two yawl boats that 
left the North Point pumping station tonight. 


5 Be The first yawl boat is manned by four men,

5o’clock. It is supposed this boat failed to

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A few minutes before 8 o'clock, after the 
rescuing party were over thirty minutes due 
on their return trip, Foreman Laughlin and 
Chief Engineer McMillan decided that either 
the second yaw! had gone adrift or that it 
could not return, Chief Foley of the fire de- 
partment, with the tug Foley, started out 
with a volunteer crew at 8 o’clock. 

Lake ‘(alm at First. 

When the boat came ashore for provisions 
the lake was comparatively calm and free 
from ice. The northeast wind of yesterday 
had filled the bay with slush ice, but as soon 
as the west wind set in today it moved out in 
the lake again. Asis always the case, a west 
wind makes smooth water near the shore, and 
it was thought there was no danger for the 
men to come on shore from the crib, As long 
as the small boat waa within the shelter of the 
bluffs, which at the North Point are upwards of 
100 feet high, there was no danger. It was 
thought the bluffs would be sufficient protec- 
tion to the boat all of the way to the crib, 
which is situated three-quarters of a, mile off 
shore, But according to the stories of the 


men at the pumping station the yawl came. 


into the wind when near the crib. It was 
blowing at a twenty-five mile an hoar rate all 
of last night. It had calmed down some, but 
it was blowing a good stiff breeze off shore 
and it carried the yawl with the four men, de- 
spite their effort to hold it back with the oars, 
beyond the crib and out into the lake. The 
Flint and Pere Marquette steamer No. 2 came 
in the bay at the time the yawi was in its pas- 
sage to the crib, but the crew did not see the 
endangered men, nor did they hear the sig- 
nals from the crib-house, 
Foley Stands a Poor Show, 

Vesselmen say that in case of a heavy sea or 
gale the Foley would stand but a poor chance 
of weathering it on account of the enormous 
weight of its pumping machinery. 

G. H. Benzenberg, on the Foley, insisted on 
going out when he heard of the trouble at the 
crib. 

Besides Chief Foley and Engineer Benzen- 
berg there are on the Foley ten men. The re- 
lief party on the Foley is made up of Life 
Saving Station Capt. T. Boutin, Charles Car- 
land, Inger Olsen, Frank Gurdis, all mem- 
bers of the life saving crew when it is in 
commission, and Ernst Fischer, a fisher- 
man residing on Jones’ Island. The crew 
was the same that went out to the crib and 
took off the twenty-six men before the storm 
recently. The Foley is officered as follows: 
Capt. Dunn, Lieut. H. C. Giddizgs, Pilots J. 
O. Sullivan and J. Haggerty, Engineer 
Michael Driscoll. These and the nine men in 
the two yawis make twenty-one men whose 
lives are in danger. 

Crowds on the Shore. 

Crowds shivering on the shore were in a 
state of anxiety. The whistle at the crib con- 
tinued to blow, and was answered by that 
of the engine on the shore end. The Foley 
had. on full steam, and those on shore 
say that the freboat never made better time. 
Directly behind her could be seen the light 
carried in the bow of the surf boat. The fire- 


boat nauld-be_plainly.seen {rom thore. and 
slowly drifted toward the crib, whére the men 


were seen to communicate with the firemen. 

Then the Foley swung around and steamed 
out into the lake in a southeasterly direction 
and soon disappeared from sight. Then ali 
on shore understood that the provision boat, 
and possibly the second yawl, were adrift in 
the lake, and that there was but a very slim 
chance for the occupants to escape from 
freezing to death. * . 

Chief Engineer McMillan said that the pr 
vision boat came to shore early in the after- 
noon and that it was manned by four men. 

There is little doubt,“ said he after the 
Foley steamed out.into the lake, “ that the 
provision boat was adrift and that the second 
yawl with the volunteer crew suffered the 
sume fate in going to the rescue. When the 
provision boat left the shore the weather was 
perfectly calm and we did not think there was 
enough wind to send the boat adrift. 

Same with the Other Bo t. 

The same conditions existed when the sec- 
ond ya wl started. She had five men and four 
good, strong oars. There is no ice there to 
interfere with the progress of the men, and I 
cannot understand how the boat could have 
gone adrift, of which there now seems little 
doubt. The ;awls were twenty feet long and 
were first-class. They “were seaworthy in 


every respect. Poor fellows, it isan awful | 


night to be out in open boats, but their 
chances are indeed small.“ 

The men who are missing are mostly un- 
married. Last year a provision boat with 
eight occupants got adrift in the ice early in 
the afternoon and was rescued by the Foley 
after the men had drifted about for three 
hours. The search at that time, however, was 
conducted during the dayti.ne, and this en- 
abled the searchers to overlook the lake for a 
long distance. Tonight, while it was moon- 
light, it was impossible to see further than 
1,000 feet. 

It would surprise no one here if several of 
the men were drowned or frozen to death, as 
there has been a strange fatality hanging 
over the intake crib. Fourteen men were 
drowned there last April, ‘and since that time 
ten or twelve men have died as a result of 
work at the tunnel. 

Lake Clear of Shipping. 


The lake is clear of shipping so far as this 
port is concerned, every steamer having been 
accounted for. The last to arrive was the 
Flint and Pere Marquette steamer No. 2 
which left Ludington about 2 o’clock 
this morning and arrived at 5 o’clock 
this afternoon, It had a comparatively 
uneventful trip and made fair winter time in 
spite of the rough weather. The No. 1, which 
left Ludington at 1 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon, got into port at 3 o’clock this after- 
noon after a passage of over twenty-five 
hours. It brought in an enormous 
amount of ice, particularly about 
the bow, but was in good shape 
otherwise. She was off Milwaukee early this 
morning, but was afraid to attempt to make 
the mouth of the river owing to the thick 
weather. The No. 4 left Ludington at 7 
o’clock this morning, but after encountering 
a strong bead wind for half an hour put back 
into port and will not make another attempt 
until the cold weather subsides. 


DISASTERS ON THE LAKE FOR A YEAR. 


Statictics at Washington, D. C., Show 
Fort;-four Vessels to Have Been Lost. 


WASHINGTON, D. d., Feb. 5.— [Special. — 
According to the annual report of the Weather 
Bureau of wrecks and casualties occasioned 
by founderings, gales of wind, fogs, smoke, 
and general stormy weather conditions dur- 
ing the season of 1894 on the great lakes 
there were 112 vessels involved, with an esti-

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Suburban Towns May Be Served. 


Think ofthe mails shot at almost 
lightning speed over the roofs of Chicago! 

That’s what Richard E. Sherman says can 
be done, and Postmaster Hesing is his con- 
vert. If the weather ever moderates Mr. 
Hesing and Mr. Sherman expect to convince 
skeptics within two weeks. If the experiment 
to be tried proves a success the possibilities of 
the scheme will be large in the direction of 
improvement in city and suburban mail col- 
lection and delivery and the transpor- 
tation of mails to and from the 
Postoffice to the railway stations. 
Itis within the scope of possibilities, Post- 
master Hesing says, that all the mail wagon 
service may be abandoned and overhead 
electric carriers substituted. The scheme is 
the invention of Richard E. Sherman. a Chi- 
cago electrician. His plan is to carry mails 
through the air over the tops of buildings by 
means of electric cars traveling on a wire 
cable. The inventor says he has discovered a 
new principle of harnessing the electric cur- 
rent without the use of a return wire. He de- 
clines to explain the peculiarity of his motor, 
which, he says, does away with the necessity 
of a return wire or storage batteries. He has 
succeeded in convincing the postal a ri- 
ties that his plan is practical, and all is Wady 
to put the experimental line in operation as 
soon as the weather moderates enough to per- 


mit ite construction. 


Enormous Saving of Time. 


Permission was granted by the Council last 
Monday night to string a wire cable from the 
Government Building to the Illinois Cen“ral 
Station at Twelfth street on which the initial 
tests are to be made. The advantages gained 
by the mode of transportation, if it proves a 
suscess, are many. The gfeatest argument in 
its favor is the saving off ime. It is said the 
mails will be transported on the wire from 
the Postoffice to the Twelfth Street Station 
in five minutes with the carriers traveling at 
one-fourth speed. The schedule time for the 
wagons is now twenty-seven minutes. The 
inventor says his motor will run at a speed of 
sixty miles an hour for a distance of 100 
miles without attention except to start and 
stop it, and the cost of construction for a 
complete line is $250 a mile. 

If the experimental line works satisfactorily 
the postal authorities say lines will be built 
to all substations and suburban towns, It is 
also suggested that the same service may 
eventually be extended between the larger 
cities. Thisscheme, however, is not so near 
in the future as the suburban plan as the 
question of safety of the mails in transit 
would arise. 

Postmaster Hesing says the electric cable 
will be started from a window on the fourth 


floor of the Government Building on the 


Dearborn street side. It will be carried up 
over the Temple Court Building, thence 
south along the west side of State 
street, over the tops of the buildings 
to Harmon court, and thence east to 
the Iilinois Central station, entering a window 
on the fourth floor. Hangers will be fixed at 


feet apart. These will support the three- 
eighths inch cable on which the electric car. 
riers will tra vel. 
Mr. Hesing called on Mayor Hopkins yes- 
terday to ask him to sign the order of the 
Council permitting the line to be built. The 
Mayor promised to do so on condition that he 
found no legal objectioris in the way. He was 
inclined to be skeptical asto the success of 
the plan which Mr. Hesing supports. 
Sherman Describes His Device, 


Mr. Sherman’s description of his combined 
motor and carrier is as follows: 

The whole arrangement weighs thirty-two 
pounds. The motor alone weighs eighteen 
pounds and ‘its strength is one-fourth horse- 
power as proved by actual tests. It is thé strong- 
est motor of its weight ever constructed. This 
part of the machine is the valuable part of 
the invention. It will be operated by a single 
wire without a return circuit. I have applied 
for patents in all foreign countries and will 
keep the secret of its construction until the

'TO OONSOLIDATE SURFAOE ROADS. 


St. Louis Traction Company Aims to Unite 
Street Railroads, 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Feb. 7.—The introduction 
of three bills in the State Senate marks the 
first public effort that has been made toward 
the consolidation of the lines of street rail- 
way in St. Louis, bringing under one control 
the 288 miles of smgle-track now in opera- 
tion. The National railway company, of 


President, controle a number of the 
roads here. When the St. Louis 
Traction company, which will be the designa- 
tion of the consolidated concern, comes into 
existence, it will include these lines, as well 
as all others, and will represent a capitaliza- 
tion of probably $2,000,000, with a bonded 
indebtedness of nearly the same amount. 
The claim made by the active promoters of 
the scheme is that the work of management 
can be accomplished more easily. and more 
economically from one ceatral office. The 
public’s gain, it is said, will come in with the 
introduction of a transfer system, involving 
every line and its branches, thereby enabling 
a passenger to rideto any portion of the city 
for five cents, 


LEAVES TRAIL OF GOLD—IN OHEOKS. 


None Is Honored and A. G, Highton of 
Buffalo Is Arrested. 

Duturm, Minn., Feb. 7.—[Special.}—The 

career of A. G. Highton of Buffalo, N. X., 


|. was brought to a summary close today by his 


indictment for grand larceny. He came to 
rooms in the Spalding Hotel. Then after be- 
ing entertained vy the financiers of Duluth 
he hired a special Eastern Minnesota truin to 
St. Paul, giving the agent here his check

patents are all secured. All parts of the car- 
rier, except the motors, are made of alu- 
minum. The carsare detachable from the 
frame, and can be taken out and changed in 
ten seconds. The motors will climb an in- 
cline-of 20 per cent. The epeed is regulated 
before the carrier is started on its trip by a 
simple attachment, It will run no faster 
down gradethan up. It cannot jump off the 
wire even ataspeed of 100 milesan hour. 
It runs on a four-inch sheave wheel with 
deep flanges. The wheel is furnished with 
ball bearings. The power required to 
operate the carriers at a speed of sixty miles 
an hour is exactly the same as is required to 
run an ordinary arc light. A current of 110 
volts is used. A heavier cable is used than is 
necessary to sustain the weight as a measure 
of satety. I have six of the motors and car- 
riers buit ready for the line. The route to 
be followed is mapped out and the consent of 
all the property-owners has been secured. 
If the line works to the satisfaction of the 
postal authorities other lines will be built. 
The first one will follow the Illinois Central 
tracks to Kenweod. The company has given 
permission to attach the wire cable to the 
telegraph poles. 

I have a contract to build a similar line 
in Denver across Capitol Hill from the post- 
office to a substation. 

The invention grew out of my race track 
device for carrying the judges around the 
track in a chair to a motor which run sus- 
pended on a wire, The machine was crude 
ana not altogether a success. It re 
quired two wires. It worked fairly 
well and was successtully tested on an 
experimental line at the Hawthorne track last 
year. Postmaster Hesmg saw it there and 
asked me a few months later if I could get up 
a similar scheme for carrying mails, I at 
once went to work on 
solved the problem.”

People Leave Faucets Run Wide Open to 


Prevent a Freeze-Un. 
An unpleasant incident of the cold weather 
is the inconvenience to which people living in 


| outlying sections of thecity are subjected | 
| by the shortage of water. 


This deprivation is 
directly due to theselfishness of the fortunate 
persons living in comparative proximity to 
the pumping stations who keep their water 


faucets open continually to prevent freezing | 


* | and avoid plumbers’ bills. 
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There are two ways to prevent water freez- 
ing in the pipes. One is to let it run and the 
other is to shut the water off at the stop- 
cock, The latter method is recommended by 
Commissioner of Public Works McCarthy 
and City Engineer Artingstall. These officials 
say there was more water pumped yesterday 
and the day before than on any day in the 
hottest weather last summer, and yet the 
pressure in the mains was so light that resi- 
dents of Hyde Park, Jefferson, and other re- 
mote sections of the city could not get as 
much water as they needed. 

The only remedy for the present shortage 


of water is for those persons who do not have 
pressure on their premises to shut off the | 


water at the street instead of aliowing it to 
run all night. 


PITY THE POOR MEN AT THE GRIPS. 


Their Lot Is Not a Pieasant One Facing 
the Biting Breezes That Blow. 

_ Biting cold has a better chance at the grip- 
men perhapsthan at any other set of men 
whose work is out of doors, There are some 
cases of frost-bitten faces reported from 
among them, but the number is not nearly as 
large as one would think it would be after 
taking a ride of a block or two with a man 
who holds a lever and thus getting a practical 
if chilly illustration of what he stands mile 
after mile and day after day. The conduct- 
ors have a cold perch, but it isnot as windy 
as that on which the gripman stands.

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INDIANIANS URGE THEIR PLAN TO 
OONNEOT LAKE AND RIVER, 


Representative Cooper Advocates an Ap- 
propriation for the Survey of the Ronte 
Across the State, Saying There Is Al- 
ways Water in the River—Honors for. 
Lieut.-Gen. Schofleld=Money Needed 
for the Collection of Customs—Senate 
Talks of the Hawalian Cable. 


Wasurverox, D. C., Feb. 7.—[Special.]— 
Representative Cooper of Indiana made a 
lengthy argument today before the Railway 
and Ca nals committee of the House in favor 
of the proposition looking to the construc. 
tion of a waterway from the southern shore 
of Lake Michigan to Evansville on the 
Wabash River. In the course of his remarks 
the Indiana Congressman called the attention 
of the committee to the fact there was always 
an abundance of water in the Wabash, which 
was more than could be said for some other 
projects now in process of completion. But 
he did not want to be understood as oppos- 
ing any plan having for its object the devel- 
opment of the waterways of the United 
States, but he did want his section to be al- 
lowed td enter into a competition. Surveys 
had been made in 1831 and 1875 and ih 
both cases fa vorable reports had been made 
as to the practicability and feasibility of the 


proposed scheme. 

No harm could result therefore from the 
app oint ment of a commission of experts to 
go over the ground trod by their predecessors 
and see whether or not the suggestions made 
in the bill introduced in Congress would not 
be beneficial to the people of the territory 
through which the canal would ss. Chi- 
cago would certainly be in favor of the idea, 
for it would shorten the most direct waterway 
from Lake Michigan to the Gulf of Mexico 
by at least 400 miles and all the river. men 
and mercantile bodies who had been inter- 
rogated on the swhject agreed the Wabash 
route would be a most advantageous one for 
all interested. While dilating. upon the 
merits of the bill under consideration Mr. 
Cooper related an incident which had been 
given to him by Senator Turpie. It was that 
upon a certain occasion when a white man 
had taken an influential Indian chief of the 
early days of the West and pointed out to him 
the advantages which would accrue from 
having put such a waterway as now proposed, 
this was appreciated by the chief, who forth- 
with promised to donate all the land needed 
to carry out the project. 

If an Indian could appreciate the advan- 
tages whieh would be derived from opening 
up such a canal it certainly would reflect 
credit upon the times in which we live not to 


since he could remember there had been talk 
of a slack water canal, a towpath and mule 
power among its features, and he hoped to 
see the day the government would appreciate 
the advantages of this route and not only or- 
dera preliminary survey, but arapid con- 
struction. Nearly all the members of the 
committee were presentat the hearing, and 
from the tenor of their questions a sug- 
gestions the author of the bill argued hopeful- 
ly for a favorable recommendation to the 
ouse.

The final act in the interesting performance 
of making Gen. John M. Schofield the Lieu- 
tenant-General of the United States Army oc- 
curred in the Senate this evening under cir- 
cumstances that were most complimentary to 
the recipient of repeated and various marks 
of high distinction at the hands of a grateful 
Nation. It was the culmination of the tribute 
proposed by the President of the United 
States in his recent annual message that— 

In recognition of the long and distinguished 
military services and faithful disgharge of deli- 
cate responsible civil duties by Maj.-Gen. 
John M. Schofield, now the General commanding 


the army, it is suggested to Congress .that the 
temporary revival of the erm of Liéutenant- 
General in his behalf would be a just and gra- 


cious act and would permit his retirement, now 
near at hand, with rank befitting his merits. 

That recommendation having been promptly 
carried out, the President, with even greater 
prom ptness, yesterday sent to Congress the 
announcement of his ——— of the act 
creating the grade of Lieutenant-General, 
that message being accom panied by the nomin- 
ation to the Senate of Maj.-General John Me- 
Allister Schofield to be Lieutenant-General. 
In the secret session of the Senate, this even- 
ing, the nomination was unanimously con- 
firmed, after proceedings in open session the 
like of which have been previously almost 
entirely unknown in the Sengte, the only ex- 
ception having been in the case of Gen. 
Grant, when he was nominated by President 
Arthur to be General of the Army, and that 
nomination was confirmed by the Senate in 
open executive session.. 

In 8 the executive session this even- 
ing Mr. Hunton of Virginia stated that the 
object was to go into executive session for the 
purpose of confirming the nomination of 
Gen. Schofield to be Lieutenant-General, that 
it was desired to give emphasis to the high 
esteem in which the nominee was held, and 
that, for himself, he (Mr. Hunton), as ‘a Vir- 
ginian, wanted to give evidence of his high 
regard forand appreciation of Gen. Scho- 
field. This he did openiy by saymg that 
“Gen. Schofield was, after the war closed 
practically the Governor of Virginia and 
when he left that State he left none but 
friends behind him.“ The doors were closed 
and the Senate added the further compliment 
to Gen. Schofield of a unanimous’ confirma- 
tion of the President’s nomination.

CIVIL SERVICE BILL IS APPROVED. 


Form in Whiich the Measure Goes to the 
House. 
Spuiverrenp, III., Feb. 7.— The House Com- 


mittee on State and Municipal Civil Service 


Reform devoted the afternoon to the consid- 
eration of the civil service bill. Members of 
the Civil Service Reform committee of Chi- 
cago, among them John W. Ela, George E. 
Adams, F. A. Bancroft, John S. Miller, Rus- 
sell M. Curtis, and Roy O. West, were present 
and aided the committee with suggestions and 
answered numerous questions. ‘Che bill, was 
taken up by sections and many amendments 
were adopted. 

Sec. 1 was changed by providing for the ap- 

intment by the Mayor of the Civil Service 

ommissioners not less than forty nur more 
than ninety days after the adoption of the act 
by a vote of the people of the city. The bill 
in its original form required the appointments 
to be made at once. It was thought this 
change, which will enable the newly-elected 
Mayor to make ail his appointments before 
the act goes into effect, would disarm opposi- 
tion and greatly facilitate the adoption of the 
measure by the people. 

Mr. Ela said, although a Democrat, he be- 
lieved Mr. Swift would be the next Mayor of 
Chicago. Supposing this to be true, if the act 
took effect at the same time as his election he 
would be obliged to keep a large number of 
Democrats in office. But if he were given an 
opportunity to make his appointments before 
the act took effect he would be enabled to 
turn out every Democrat and put Republicans 
in their places, and only such of them would 
be afterward dischar who were found in- 
compete at. 


Mr. Gibson offered an amendment to pre- 


vent the Police Commissioners from engag- 
ing in any other occupation or business. But 
George E. Adams and several members of the 
committee pointed out that this would practi- 
cally prevent men of business experience, 
whose services were greatly, needed, from be- 
coming members of the Police Board. The 
amendment was finally voted down. 

Mr. Miller of Cook offered an amendment 
which provoked a prolonged discussion. It 
was a proposition to require persons holding 
positions in the classified service at the time 
the act takes effect to take the examination 
the same as new applicants. Mr. Ela, Mr. 
Adams, Representative Orafts, Shanahan, and 
others opposed it on the ground that its 

ractical effect would be toarray every office- 

older in Chicago against the bill. This wus 
also the opinion of John 8. Miller. Repre- 
ere Miller finally withdrew his amend- 
met, reserving right to offer it later. 

An amendment proposed by Mr. Shanahan 
was adopted providing that the head of a de- 
partment may discharge an employé during 
the period of probation by and with the con- 
sent of the Police Commission. 

Mr. Shanahan offered an amendment pro- 
viding that no police officer who has served 
cohtinupusly next before the taking effect of 
the act shall be removed without cause and 
without an opportunity to be heard in his de- 
fense. The amendment was adopted, but 
later Mr. Wilson moved a reconsideration, 
and it was agreed that the consideration of 
the motion should be postponed until the 
even session. 

Mr. Shanahan offered an amendment, 
which was adopted, exempting from the op- 
eration of the section in reiation to the pre- 
ferring of changes and the investigation there 
of laborers and persons having the custody 
of public moneys for the safe keeping of 
which another person has given bond. 

An amendment was offered by Mr. Shana- 
Kan and adopted that members of the police 
force of different cities who have served for 
five years continuously shall be exempted 
from taking the examination. There was a 
motion made and catried for a reconsidera- 
tion of thisaméndment, and the amendment 
was subsequently defeated by a vote of 9 
to 8. 

On motion of Mr. Stoskopfan amendment 
was adopted that in cities of from 25,000 to 
50,000 inhabitants the City Council shall fix 
the salaries of the Commissioners not to ex- 
ceed $1,000 a year and in cities of less than 
25.000 inhabitants the City Council shall fix 
the salaries not to exceed $500.

Special Committee Recommends $190,000 
for a New Building. 
Srrinerretp, III., Feb. 7.—The special 
committee appointed last week to investigate 
the needs of the Northern Hospital for the 
Insane at Anna reported to the House today 


in part as follows: 

That the loss of the building was not from 
neglect of duty or scarcity of water supply at 
the time of the fire, but by the inexperience of 
recently appointed employés, and that the State 
is to be commended for the safety and care of all 
the inmates of the burned building. Your com- 
mittee believes the estimate of $190,000 made 
by the architect and the appropriation asked of 
the General Assembly is not an unreasonable 
amount to be appropriated for the construction 
of a fireproof building to replace mansard 
roof building destroyed the night of Jan. 8, 
1895, and thereby entailing on the State the sec- 
oud great loss by fire ia this hospital for the in- 
sane. 4 nearly $1,000,000 worth of prop- 
erty ina state of repair and well adapted 
for the urpose for which it has — 
construc and with the building replaced with 
a fireproof one of the same capacity, there need 
be no complaint fram ah overcrowded condition 
of the hospital and the vovertaxed county poor- 
houses from that portion of the State by inmates 
that can only be cared for by our insane asylum.

Lowpon, Feb. 7.— The report that some of 
the officers of the United States warship Con- 
cord had been captured. by Chinese while 
bunting near Chin Kiang was received here 
by a London news agency from its agent at 
Shanghai, Nothing of the. reported capture 
came from any other source. The same 
agency today print» a dispatch saying the 
captured officers have been released. The 
fact that nothing at all concerning the capture 
or release has come throuyh any other agency 
leads to the belief that thestory of the capture 
was untrue, 

Wasnuiveton, D. C., Feb. 7.—No news has 
been received by the State or Navy Depart- 
ment concerning either the reported capture 
or subsequent release of a huntimg party from 
the Unted States Steamship Concord, by en- 
raged Chinese near Chin Kiang. Officials are 
therefore inclined to think the whole affair 
has appeared in America in a more serious 
light than at the place of its occurrence (as- 
suming that bub ic reports have been accu- 
rate). Tbey think if any Chinaman was shot 
it is quite likely the Chinese, following their 
usual custom, merely created more or less 
disturbance over it, in order to get pecuniary 
reparation forthe injury done and that this 
was capable of adjustment on easy terms. 


HE 16 HOPEFUL WAR MAY BE AVERTED. 


Mexico's Secretiry of Foreign Relations 
Begins t> Sing in a Low Tone, 

Crry or Mrxtco, Feb. 7.—Ignacio Mariscal, 
Secretary of Foreign Relations in the Mex- 
ican Cabinet, today officially denied the 
statement that Guatemala has retired from 
its grounds and acceded to the demands of 
Mexico, 

„ But we are still hopeful war may finally 
be averted, said the Minister. Sefior 
Mari-cal did not indicate that the settlement 
of the boundary question is any nearer an 
amicable settlement than at the beginning of 
the negotiations. Daily drilie of volunteers 
are being held in the event of war with 
Guatemala. A regular company has been 
organized by the employés of the Depart- 
ment of Justice, whicn has been augmentec 
by recruits from the outside. The company 
is composed of lawyers, doctors, newspaper 
men, and representatives of other profes- 
sions, as well as a large number of clerks of 
departments. 

A number of young men are in jail for al- 
lowing their patriotism over the Guatemalan 
question to get them into a riot. A student 
was hurangumg a crowd in front of the 
Circus yesterday when sume one in the com- 
pany shouted defiantiy: ‘Long live Guate- 
mala.” A pitched battle immediate.y en- 
sued, in which the Guatemala sympathizer 
was attacked and beaten before the police ar- 
rived. A number were arrested and their 
preliminary hearing for disturbance will be 
held today. 

Reports from many interior cities of the 
republic show that the celebration of Mexican 
Constitution day was used in numerous cases 
as an occasion for making. patriotic mani- 
festations in favor of Mexico on the Guate- 
mala affair, the present question being made 
the subject of many fiery orations, and the 
volunteer spirit runs high all over the 
country. 

The Mexican Government has commissioned 
Judge Joaquin Calero and a large corps of as- 
sistants to take personal cognizance of the 
actual damage sustained by Mexico from the 
invasion by Guatemalans on the Southern 
frontier. The party which today left 
San Juan Bautista, in the State of 
Tobasco, will soon enter upon its work. 
Tenosique is the first point. to be visited, this 
being on the way to Agua Azul and Cendales, 
other paints where various invasions have 
occurred. To facilitate matters the 
steamer Cardenas has been placed 
at the disposal of the appraisers and many 
other preliminaries have been arranged. 
Roads have been cleared through dense [or- 
ests and several bridges have already been 
constructed over inpassadle streams.

BELMONT AND MORGAN VISIT GROVER. 


It Is Expected Ther Will Sappty the Gov- 
ernment with G14. 


New Tonk, Feb. 7.—[Special.J—J. Pier- 
pont Morgan and August Belmont went to 
Washington today. They will be there tomor- 
row arranging with Mr. Cieveland and Mr. 
Carlisle to supply the gold which the Treasury 
demancs, Mr. Morgan, Mr. Belmont, and 
two other big financiai men, koew in advance 
today that the defeat of the administration 
bill was as certain as the setting of the 
sun. Their departure for Washington, 
decided upon in advance, proves this. 
Their action in the bond matter 
was delayed until the administration 
bill shou'd die, because it would not have 
done to let the bankers, by a private arrange- 
ment, supply the money until all hope of help 
from Congress in the ordinary Democratic 
way should be gone, What follows is in sub- 
stance the viewa of the New York gold men 
and is a matter of positive knowledge. The 
words used are the words of men with gold to 
sell and with money to invest. 

First, ag to the details of the bond issue to 
be announced soon, perhaps within twenty- 
four hours. It will be taken charge of by 
Mr. Morgan and by Mr. Belmont, who con- 
stitute in themselves or represent absolutely 
a syndicate which will manage the iseve. The 
original statement that August Belmont 
would do the whole thing alone, on behaif of 
the Rothschilds, was a mistake. The latter 
statement that Belmont had returned and 
given the enterprise over entirely to Mr. 
Morgan was also inexact. The bankers are 
interested in the proposed issue and are work- 
ing in harmony. 

It is not probable that any such sum as 
$100,000,000 will be issued, but the amount 
wil not be less than $50,000,000. The 
bonds, in the opinion of the gold men, should 
be thirty-year 4 per cent guld bonds, and it is 
not at al certain that tne government will 
get rid of themon as good as a 3k per 
cent basis. The bargain on the part of the 
government may be as good as that. but if it 
was not the advice of men who have made a 
life study and a fine living out of finance ig to 
let the bonds go cheaper, 

Just how much of the gold to be supp‘ied 
wiitl be Amer.can is not settled, but the idea 
of 1 the bonds taken by American 
bankers has been given up. This for the rea- 
son that a government loan issued at 8 per 
cent would possibly not sell at par. The sell- 
ing of governments below par would be just 
about enough to turn our rd times into a 
panic, Cleveland and his advisers decided no 
such risk must be taken and especiail 
as it was evident the buying of gold in Wall 
street would be even more of a farce than 
the recent performance when bankers gave 
— 42 with one hand and drew it out with 

The b.g bankers decided and the 
uaa was convinced that, in spite of 
patriotiemjan¢ national resources, the only way 
io stop or couateract the outflow of gold to 
Europe was to bring European gold here and 
let the foreigners huve our bonds.

It was the generally expressed opinion of 


all persons, either directly or indirectly inter- 
ested, that this virtually ends the litigation. 


Mr. Starr, one of George B. Swift’s attorneys, 
went through the usual procedure of giving 


notice of appeal to the Supreme Court, but 


from all that could be learned it is doubtful 
whether the case will ever be carried up. 

Judge Carter said his decision was more for 
lawyers to ponder over than anybody else. 
Mr. Swift was the only one of the priacipals 
present, As the court found it necessary to 
review and quote from a large number of 
authorities in justification of his ruling the. 
decision was a lengthy one. In part he said: 

The question before the court for decision is 
somewhat novel. So far as I am aware, no ques- 
tion exactly similar has ever been decided, 
hence it-is necessary to decide this as a case of 
first impression. A decree was entered in this 
cause Nov. 10, 1894, and an appeal prayed; the 
appeal was not perfected, Dec. 10, 1894, this 
bill of review was filed.

Legislature has conferred upon it in certain 
election contests by general laws a jurisdiction 
in the nature of a chancery vroceeding, and sub- 
ject to all rules of chancery practice from the 
initial step in the contest till the final judgment 
has been pronounced. 

What practice is to be followed after final 
judgment is entered in this court in an election 
contest? Does chancery practice obtain in all 
particulars? The islature could provide this 
if it chose to do so. as it? After providing for 
final judgment in the County Court the statute 
makes only one further 88 of appeal 
to the Supreme Court. The question shouid be 
considered as to whether a bill of review is an 
entirely independent suit or is a continuation of 
the original cause. If it be clearly a continua- 
tion of the original proceedings it .would 
strengthen the claim that a bill of review is 
proper in this case. 


Supreme Court Mentioned. 


While our Supreme Court did not directly rule 
on this section in the Thode case, still substan- 
tially the same reasoning might be used to jus- 
tify a denial of the right to file a bill of review as 
was used in that case to show that writ of error 
would not lie. Besides election contests must be 
speedily decided if justice is to be obtained. Any 
practice which will permit such contests to re- 
main in court for years is highly objectionable. 
The intention of the Legislature in passing the 
present election law, in my opinion, was to pro- 
vide for quick decisions in all contests.

Private stock car companies are suffering 
geverely on account of the reduction in the 
mileage paid for the use of such cars by the 
railroad companies. Unless the railroads put 
the mileage rate back again to three-fourths 
of a cent per car per mile several, if not all, 
of those companies will be forced out of ex- 


atence, and the prospects of an increase in 


the rate ie problematical. For several years 
the railroads have been trying to bring about 
2 agreement whereby private stock cars 
“ gould be forced out of existence and their own 
cars be substituted. Many of the railroads 
have all the stock cars they need and they 
would hau ve thrown off private cars long ago 
had it not been for contracts entered into 
with private stock car companies, When the 
mileage agreement was made by the Eastern 
and Western roads a couple of months ago 
reducing the mileage allowance on all foreign 
oars they were more after driving private 

stock cars from the field than any others. 
Thus while the railroads subsequentiy made a 
modification in favor of refrigerator and 
tank cars they stood firmly by the agreement 
as regards cars,

UNABLE TO GET RESTORED RATES. 


East- Bound Reads Getting Ready te Cut 
5 Rates Again. 

There is litile prospect of a maintenance of 
tast- bound rates after the freight contracted 
for at the cut rates and now supposed to be in 
transit has been disposed of. Under the rules 
all freight secured at cut rates should be dis- 
posed of by the beginning of next week, but 
from present’ appearances many of the roads 
will have old freight in transit for some time 
to come. It is claimed some roads have been 
making contracts at cut rates up to last Mon- 
day, when the new tariffs went into effect. 
The prospective advance in rates has at least 
had the effect of stimulating traffic, and ship- 
ments are now considerably larger than 
they were at this. time last year. 
As soon as the old business has been closed up 
there will be a large failing off in 
and the roads which are hard up will ogee 
have to resort to rate cuttmmg to make 
ends meet. Grain rates, owing to the scant 
reduction, will not be so severely cut as be- 
fore, but provision rates, which remain at a 
30 cent basis, will undoubtedly be cut as bad 
as ever. This latter rate, it is claimed, should 
have been reduced to a 25 cent basis, as it has 
never been possible to maintain more than a 
5 cent difference between grain and provis- 
ions.

western National Bank, William F. Dummer, 
Franklin H. Head, aud Harry F. Southwell 
in regard to financial transactions. The 
court is told that in February, 1890, the 
compleinant operated a wire mill at Lock- 
port worth n Feb. 18, 1890, the 
complainant gays it borrowed from the de- 
- fendant, Head, $10,000 and from Southwell 
$15,000, secured by a trust deed on its prop- 
erty, with the understanding that the trust 
deed should not be recorded, except in the 
case of the insolvency of the complainant. 
In 1801, the complainant adds, it en- 
tered into negotiations with B. F. 
Jacobs & Co., by which it afterwards 
completed a contract by which it was to erect 
a wire mill at Wireton Park, Cook County, 
with a daily capacity of 150 tons, giving em- 
ployment to 800 persons. In consideration 
for this Jacobse & Co, were to convey twenty- 
five acres of land to the complainant and pay 
$30,000 in money and one-third of the prof- 
its which might be realized by the sale of 
1,020 lots adjoining the mill site. Durimg 
the negotiations Head and Southwell were 
made acquainted with this arrangement, The 
contract, the court is informed, became a 
valuable asset to the complainant and fur- 
ther security to Messrs. Head and Southwell 
for the money they hed advanced. At this 
time an account due from the com- 
| plainant to Carnegie, - Phipps & Co. 
became due, amounting to $15,000. 
The bill says that the complainant could uot 
realize on its assets and was unable to pay it. 
Thereupon Head and Southwell gaid they 
would advance the money to pay this aceount, 
providing the President of the complainant 
company, Millard R. Powers, would give a 
trust deed on his residence at Evanston for 
security, which was done. In December, 
1891, the mill at Lockport was burned down 
and complainant says it assigned its policies 
of insurance to Head and Southwell, amount- 
ing to $25,250, under an agreement to ad- 
vance money for the construction of the Wire- 
ton Park mill. Under this agreement to ad- 
vance the money the complainant gave a trust 
deed of the ireton Park property, also to 
Franklin H. Head as trustee. After the com- 
plainant had invested the money loaned it by 
Head and Southwell and advanced by Jacobs 
& Co., it says it learned it was still necessary 
to secure more means to complete mill. 
It went into a detailed statement with South- 
well, the court is told, concerning its assets 
and contracts, and after a canvass Southwell, 
the court istold, suggested that the proper 
thing to do was for the 28 to place 
its property in the hands some person to 
proteet it and obtain the necessary loan. In 
accordance with this proposition the com- 
piainant says it placed the property in 18 
well’s hands with the understand!

HAS A LEANING TOWARDS LIBERTY, 


Judge Windes’ Decision in the Case of 
Scheneck vs. Fredberger. 

The case of Scheneck vs. Fredberger, de- 
cided by Judge Windes yesterday, isa bill 
tiled to-stay an execution against the body of 
complainant, taken out by the defendant on 
three judgments in actions of tort. The bill 
alleges that the judgments were entered by 
the neglect of the comp'ainant’s attorney to 
make a defense, and that Scheneck was not 
guilty of tort. Judge Tuthill, when the bill 
was filed, granted an injunction restraining 
the arrest of complainant. For the defendant 
it was contended that a court of chancery had 
no jurisdiction to interfere with a judgment 
at law in the absence of fraud. Judge Windes 
said that a brother Judge having exercised 
un authorized discretion in granting’ the in- 
junction he would not interfere with such 
discretion. The demurrer to the bill, the 
court said, raised a close question and one 
„on which there was no direct authority, at 
least to his satisfaction, Leaning towards the 
liberty of the complainant, the * udge said he 
— Id lea ve the bill stand. While it was true 

the decisions of the Supreme Court held 
— a party must be bound by the mistakes 
of his attorney, yet the court did not think be 
should be bound in a case like this. The in- 
junction did not enjoin the collection of the 
judgment, only the mode of collecting.

WHY OHINA HAS BROKEN DOWN. 


Causes Which Have Led to Her Defeat in 
the War with Japan, 

A lecture was delivered the other day at the 
Imperial Institute, London, which placed in 
a very clear light the causes of China’s disas- 
ters in the present war. In the course of han 
address the iecturer, Prof. R. K. Do 
said that at first the odds seemed so vastly 1 
favor of the larger empire that people 
inclined to conelude that Japan must 
inevitably be crushed under, the heel 
of the big battalions of China, But 
to those who were acquainted with tne 
} characterietics of the two peoples and the na- 
ture of the governments which rule them it 
appeared equally certain that as Punch had 
depicted, the giuut was destined to fail before 
the sword of the Japanese giant killer. The 
collapse had béen complete, but it was not 
wha parallel. Whenever China had meta 
foeman worthy of battle she had invariably 
adopted the same ruses, and had ultimately 
yielded, as she was now domg before the bat- 
talions of Japan. In the war of 1840, and 
again in 1860, the same course was pursued, 
In both campaigns the same bluster was at 
first assumed and the same surrender was 
made on the first display of force. 

As it was then soitis now. There was no 

wer of 1 a formidable enemy in the 
uge, unWieldy meat ay ef China. Her 
strength was to remain still and to impose on 
the netions by 8 to power which 
she did not possess. hen she was seriously 
attacked her first object was to make peace 
before her nakedness was exposed and before 
her bubble reputation was burst, and if, as hap- 
pened in 1860 and was going to happen now, 
the enemy struck down her last 3 
she would agree to every demand 88 upon 
her, in the hope that as years went by a 
sive resistance would enable her to 41 
the conditions of the treaty which stress of 
circumstances had compelled her to sign, 
seal, and deliver. 
Chinese were not a fighting race, as re- 
cent events have demonstrated. y were a 
nation of shopkeepers, and if ever they over- 
ran the Old World, as some people were in- 
clined to think they would, i¢ would not be 
the result of warlike aggression, but by the 
more peaceful 8 of commerce, 

War they looked mn as arude pursuit 
ane Df only to be follo wed by men of low 
culture. it was . characteristic 
of the race that the heroes in their 
novels were not those who won re- 
nown on the field of battle, but these who 
gained the highest degrees in the examination 
halis. The result of that contempt for the 
prefession of arms acted very detrimentally 
on the army. A calling which was so despised 
by all those who were most looked up to ina 
nution was sure to be badly served by its fol- 
lowers, and at the present day the higher 
ranks of military officers were, as a rule, care- 
less, ignorant, incompetent, and corrupt. It 
was ho uncommon thing ata field day to see 
— commanding officers sipping tea and fan- 

1 in a marquee on the ground 
— ir troops went through euch evolu- 
tion as they were capable of, 

Another cause of the complete breakdown 
ot the Chinese army was to found in the 
corrupt system of 183 which pre- 
vailed. One marked disadvantage of the 
isolated life led by the Emperor was that it 
made it impossibie for his subjects to feel an 
personal loyalty toward him. No one cou 
feel enthusiasm fora being who was never 
reen and whose power was mainly manifested, 
so far as the people were concerned, in the in- 
fliction of the gravest punishments. Another 
feature which added indelible disgrace to 

the Chinese administration was the intense 
pow which was tg meee on all sides, It 
was voutly to hoped that neither our 
own nor any . Bi, goverament would inter- 
fere at the present moment, The time was 
not ripe for friendly overtures. The Japan- 
ese were in the full tide of conquest, and 
would naturally and rightly treat with scant 
courtesy an attempt from the outside to rob 
her of fruits of her victories. When the 
proper time came, when China was brought 
to her knees, the 4 powers might in- 
ter vene wisely and effectively, but until then 
any meddling power could only be doomed 
to discom fiture.

H 
believed that too many safeguards could not 
be thrown around the sale of the remedy, He 
considered that it was eminently within the 
province of the State to supply vaccine, anti- 
toxine,and other preventive and curative reme- 
dies in epidemics. . 

Dr. Edwin J. Kuh said: I regard the 
diphtheria anti-toxine as the greatest discovery 
of modern medical science. No case of diph- 
theria, uncomplicated, if treated with pure 
anti-toxine the first or second day of 
the attack, can possibly result fatally. 
One other anti-toxine is known—that for 
tetanus—and soon two more will be placed 
before the world—those of pneumonia and of 
typhoid fever. If he State should bass the 
bill it wouid be a wise thing. Then pure, 
standard, guaranteed, anti-toxine could be 
supplied at nominal expense and in quantity.“

BILL IS IN. COURSE OF PREPARATION, 


Will Cover Special Assessments and Other 
Important Features. 

The bill of the Real Estate Board and of the 
city officials providimg for changes in the 
special assessment laws of the State has been 
completed and. will be introduced soon in 
both Houses of the Legisiature.

NOTED PAINTING IS ON EXHIBITION. 


Valentin’s Christ Before Caiaphas” to 
Be Seen for Tea Days in Chic» go. 

Three centuries ago Moise Valentin, 
the French artist, painted his cele- 
brated masterpiece, Christ Before Caiaphas.”’ 
This work of art has been brought to Chicago 
by the New York art importer, Mr. C. Reyn- 
olds, and may be seen for ten days at No. 169 
Wabash avenue.

CLEVELAND, O., Feb. 6.—[Special Corre- 
spondence. |—The first woman in Cleveland 
to take a school nomination is Mrs, Sarah M. 
Perkins. She has written her acceptance of 
the nomination on the Prohibition ticket and 
is in the field to win.

Mrs. Perkins is a woman of advanced years, 
the wife of a clergyman.

What the Alterations Are. 


The action is practicaily final, if the altera- 
tions hinted at are made, They include the 
building in of a floor even with the gallery 
and the conversion of the room into office 
quarters. The notice was a surprise to some 
of the members, and President Baker himself 
disclaimed any knowledge of the order y 
which it was displayed. It was not, however, 
a surprise to the coterie of traders who mage 
a special feature of buying and selling privi- 
leges. They had been given sufficient warn- 
ing to enable them to secure a room in 
which their business could be curried 
on, and so were not forced out on 
the curb. A committee made a quiet search 
for quarters and was taken care of by the 
agent of the Rialto Buiidimg. The vacant 
rooms of a defunct mining exchange at Nos. 
117 and 118 were taken temporarily. They 
are conveniéntly located on the floor connect- 
ed by bridge with the Board of Trade, and by 
1:20 p. m. they were packed to the doors 
with privilege traders. 

Not only has the sentiment of the board as 
an association changed, but there has been a 
change ic seatiment or business policy on the 
part of several firms. F. G. n & Co. 
sent out the following announcement to their 
customers here and eisewhere: 

We will accept no more privilege orders. Kind- 
ly take notice. Think this action will be rather 
generai with commission houses. 

Similar action was taken, it is said, by 
Baldwin-Farnum and Milmine-Bodman. 
There have been a number of commission 
firms like Irwin, Green & Co. who have re- 
fused to trade in puts and cails for some 
time, but the announcements quoted were 
somewhat puzzling to the trade.

DR. MERRILL SUOOEEDS DR. MARTYN. 


The Philadelphia Pastor Agrees to Accept 
the Sixth Church Call, 

Alexander Forbes, Chairman of the Board 
of Trustees of the Sixth Presbyterian Church, 
received a letter from the Rev. Dr. William 
Pierson Merrill of Trinity Church, Philadel- 
phia, announcing his acceptance of the call 
to the Sixth Presbyterian Church, Vincennes 
avenue and Thirty-sixth street, this city. 
This is the pulpit which has-been occupied by 
the Rev. Carlos Martyn, D. D., who tendered 
his resignation recently for the purpose of 
taking up work in the reform field. Mr. Merrill 
was in Chicago last week looking over the 
field and preached in the pulpit here a week 
ago last Sunday.
